At starting, each party took his place, Bullock 
thirty five yards in advance, and though Lord Barry­ 
more soon got tdose to him, the other, by his breadth 
of shoulders, his arms extended, and being the most 
powerful, kept the other beiiind, and laughing, at his 
case look his time to win, to the annv»yance of the 
many who lost their money.—A ng ela's Ficnic.
